THE POPE AND THE KING. 


Dispatches state that the college of cardinals is divided 
on the question of a reconciliation with the Italian govern­ 
ment, one faction being in favor of accepting facts as they 
actually exist and the other insisting on the present course 
of refusing to recognize the sovereignty of King Victor Eman­ 
uel. The dispute dates back to 1870 when the grandfather 
of the present king of Italy captured Rome from Pius IX 
and ended the temporal sway of the pontiff which had been 
exercised for 1,000 years, with the exception of the years 
Napoleon ruled Europe. 
Pope Pius shut himself up in the Vatican and declared 
himself a prisoner, refusing to acknowledge the new order of 
things. The Italian government guaranteed him certain rights 
and has made an appropriation of $750,000 per year ever 
since 1870 by way of compensation, but not a dollar has been 
drawn, since that would be an 
acknowledgement 
of the 
temporal rule of the king of Italy. Leo XIII, who succeeded 
Pius, followed his policy and during his Teign of more than 
a quarter of a century never left the Vatican. The two who 
followed him clung to the same course, but now fully half 
of the Italian cardinals favor accepting the situation and be­ 
ing on friendly terms with the Italian govemmet, instead of 
keeping up a quarrel that gets nowhere. Of course the Pope 
in reality is not a prisoner; he is at liberty to go and come 
as he pleases, but having once declared himself a prisoner to 
leave the Vatican would be to acknowledge the sovereignty

How any 
man who believes in the principles of government advocated 
by Thomas Jefferson could sanction this attempted usurp­ 
ation is beyond us. Furthermore, this measure cannot stop 
lynchings. W hen a people are aroused, they are not going 
to pay any more attention to a 
national 
law than to the 
statutes of a state. They will continue to act as of old, but 
if the Republicans can corral the negro vote in the doubtful 
states, what difference does it make?

Wichita River Dam 
To Open Big Water 
Project For State 


WICHITA FALLS. Tex.. J»n. 4.— 
Contracts has been awarded for the 
construction of a dam across the 
Wichita river, 60 miles from Wich­ 
ita Falls, for the largest independent 
irrlgaton and municipal water pro­ 
ject ever attempted in Texas, and 
probably one of few in the Ubited 
States, according tb Vernon L. Sul­ 
livan , consulting 
engineer 
of El 
Paso. 
The irrigation 
project 
will be 
triple in purpose. It will protect this 
section from floods, supply water for 
Wichita Falls and other towns and 
for irrigation of a semi-arid sec­ 
tion and will be a potential power 
plant for that part of the country, 
according to the engineers. 
The lake to be impounded by the 
dam will have a shore line of 75 
miles, Mr. Sullivan said, and Will 
have a maximum depth of 85 feet. 
Its capacity would fill a 16-inch 
pipe line 10,000,000,000 feet long, 
or enough to circle the earth forty 
times, he said. It is said to be as 
much as the mean annual flow of 
the Wichita river. 
The construction 
will 
require 
about 7,100,000 
cubic 
yards of 
earth, 45,000 cubic yards of rock 
rip rap, 60,000 cubic yards of con­ 
crete and 
about 
3,700,000 
cubic 
yards of earth excavation in the 
canals and laterals, which will total 
IOO miles in length. 
J. A. Kemp, financier of Wichita 
Falls, is the chief promoter of the j 
project.

BIMINI, WET ISLE, 
WAS FOUNTAIN OF 
YOUTH YEARS AGO 


JACKSONVILLE, ria ., Jan. 30— 
Federal 
prohibition 
officials 
here 
intetestdd in Bimini, the small Brit­ 
ish island forty miles east of Miami 
which since the outlawing of John 
Barleycorn by the United States has 
become a mecca for those whose 
thirst was not quenched 
by 
the 
Eighteenth amendment and which 
also is said to be the source of much 
of the liquor smuggled into this 
country, have, ascertained that Bim­ 
ini was supposed to have been the 
site of the “fountain of youth” of 
which Ponce de Leon was in search 
when he discovered Florida. 
Bimini is not a recently estab­ 
lished institution, it has developed, 
for more than four hundred years 
ago it figured in the news reports 
of the day by that name. Ponce de 
Leon heard of it while in Porto 
Rico in 1512, having been told by 
■the Indians there “of an island call­ 
ed Bimini where there was much 
gold and a treasure even more prec­ 
ious than gold— a fountain whose 
waters would make young forever 
all mortals who should drink of 
it,” as one chronicler puts it. 
Ponca De Leon Sought It. 
Ponce de Leon fitted out three 
small vessels at his own expense to 
go in search of the fountain. He left 
to the present generation the dis­ 
covery of the gold and potent wa­ 
ters, however, for 
after 
cruising 
about the Bahamas during the win­ 
ter of 1513 without sighting the 
island he heard therq[ was land in 
the northwest, steered in that di­ 
rection and on Easter Sunday, March 
27* landed on the beach a few 
miles north of wh^re St. Augustine 
now stands.

Leon what he would find at Bimini.

Here is a suggestion by an exper­ 
ienced orchardist 
about 
pruning 
fruit trees: 
• 
It may just as well be accepted 
as a fact that first-class fruit, or 
qven fruit tiipt is worth produc­ 
ing,. cannot be grown without spray­ 
ing and pruning. Any one having a 
couple of dozen fruit trees can cer­ 
tainly increase the money income of 
the farm by proper pruning and 
spraying. 
The purpose of this article is to 
point out in a very brief way just 
how and when to do this winter 
pruning and spraying. 
Pruning is not merely going into 
the orchard and chopping off a few 
branches from the fruit trees. It 
m|ust be done carefully. One must 
study the tree and 
remove 
only 
thos^i (branches which touch or are 
too close together should ibe remov­ 
ed. In determining how close to­ 
gether they should be, remember 
that it is advisable to have the 
fruit treq open enough so that the 
sunshine may enter fairly well into 
all parts of the head of the tree at 
some time during the day. 
This form of pruning is nothing 
more nor less than removing the 
surplus branches. Under this head 
one| should naturally remove all the 
dead, or decaying branches, because 
they cannot be of any value. In 
cutting off branches, cut off very 
smoothly with the trunk of the tree 
dr the other branch from which 
the branch Is removed. 
If 
more 
than a half inch in diameter, paint 
the wound with some good paint in 
order that rotting of the tree may 
be prevented. 
There is another kind or prun­ 
ing that should be given the peach 
tree, and that consists of cutting 
back the previous season’s growth 
to one-third or one-half, depending 
on the amount of growth made the 
previous season. In cutting back 
these branches cut just above a bud. 
Keep in mind that with the peach 
it is on the new wood that the fruit 
is produced, and to keep the tree 
producing new wood, this annual 
heading back must be resorted to. 
With the apple the pruning should 
be confined almost entirely to re­ 
moving the surplus branches and 
heading back of the new branches 
where they have grown out too long. 
In other words, it is not necessary 
to head back the branches in order 
to produce and hurry up new wood 
growth as it is in the peach. 
The winter spraying for all fruit 
trees is the same, and that is the 
spray known as the lime-sulphur 
wash or dormant spray.
